Mrs, Woods acted ss doar- 
keeper —a fact not forgotten by 
the kiddies of the village, for the 
Kiiud-hesrted lady often passed

Tir y-five years ago Mr. and 
Mrs. Woods moved to York Street 
where he continued with his con- 
tract carrying. He was the first 
currler in these parts to Use @ 
moti: driven waggon, which had 
solid rubber tyres and the crank 
handle at the side. Later In life, 
When their three sons became 
associated with the business, it 
grew visibly and is now one of 
the busiest in the metropolitan 
area

were both born in Northern ire- 
wud, they did not meet until by 
ehance in Sussex Street, Sydney.
